On September 24, 2008, at approximately 1500 hours, Operation Safe Street (OSS) 
deputies responded to to arrest Suspect Abel Rodriguez. 
Suspect Rodriguez had been identified as a murder suspect for a murder that had 
occurred on 04-19-08, under LASD URN #008-05336-0278-011. 


With the assistance of East Los Angeles units and Gang Enforcement Team 
members, a containment was established of the location. During the containment, a 
vehicle pulled into the driveway of the residence. OSS Detectives [and 
Carlos Lopez contacted the occupants of the vehicle. During this time, Suspect 
Rodriguez exited the rear of the residence holding a blue steel handgun. Suspect 
Rodriguez ran northbound between Bonnie Beach Place and Record Avenue. Upon 
reaching IES. Record Avenue, Operation Safe Streets Detective Eddie Aguirre saw 
Suspect Rodriguez standing on a brick wall and he appeared to be looking for another 
avenue of escape. East Los Angeles Sergeant Michael Ortiz gave Suspect Rodriguez 
verbal commands to show his hands and to give up. Gang Enforcement Deputy Rick 
Cardoza and OSS Detective Aguirre could hear the verbal commands but Suspect 
Rodriguez ignored all the verbal commands. Detective Aguirre grabbed Suspect 
Rodriguez’s shirt collar in an attempt to prevent him from fleeing. Both Detective 
Aguirre and Suspect Rodriguez fell onto the roof of a aluminum storage shed, which 
was located at NE Detectives IJ Lopez, and Aguirre and 
Deputies Anda and Cardoza attempted to subdue the suspect but he continued to fight 
by kicking at the deputies. Suspect Rodriguez placed his hands under his body

despite the verbal commands to show his hands. The deputy personnel used their 
personal weapons ( hands, knees, kicks) to overcome the suspect’s resistance to 
eventually handcuff him. 


Detective Aguirre reported that he conducted a control-take down by pulling the 
suspect’s t-shirt collar which caused him to fall onto the aluminum shed. 


Deputy Cardoza reported the following uses of force: punching the suspect in the face 
three times with his right fist, punching the suspect’s upper torso four times with his 
right fist and kneeing the suspect's right upper torso twice. 


Detective Lopez reported that he punched the suspect's face and upper torso 
approximately seven times with his fist. 


Deputy Anda reported the following uses of force: kicked the suspect’s lower left torso 
once, dropped her right knee on the suspect's lower left abdomen, and applied 
pressure to the bottom of the suspect's legs in an attempt to restrain him. 

Detective [J used pressure from his right knee to force the suspect’s legs down. 


OSS Sergeant Daniel Batanero witnessed the force used by the deputies. ELA 
Sergeants Michael Ortiz and Richard Hailey witnessed portions of the uses of force. 


The narrative of this incident is based on information obtained from crime and 
supplemental reports and interviews of involved employees and witnesses.

photographs of the location are Exhibit C. The photographs of the suspect's injuries 
are Exhibit D.

Detective Eddie Aguirre, EO à | was interviewed on September 26, 2008, at 
approximately 1128 hours, by Sergeant’s Jack Ramirez and Al Maldonado of the 
Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview took place at the East Los Angeles Operation 
Safe Streets office and was digitally recorded. Detective Aguirre is assigned to 
Operation Safe Streets Bureau (OSS) at East Los Angeles Station. 


Detective Aguirre knew Suspect Abel Rodriguez was identified as a murder suspect 
and he was also a suspect in a case he was investigating where he eluded ELA 
deputies after he was seen holding a firearm, URN 008-09246-0278-151. (Refer to 
Exhibit F). 


Detective Aguirre had received information Abel Rodriguez would visit his Js 
house which is located at MM between the hours of 1200 and 
1300 hours. On September 24, 2008, he contacted OSS Sergeant Daniel Batanero 
and his team members regarding the information he had received. They devised a 
plan to set up a containment of the area prior to responding to the location. Upon 
arriving at the location, Detectives Carlos Lopez an -o icici occupants 
of a vehicle that pulled into the driveway at the location. Detective Flores saw Abel 
Rodriguez exited the rear door of the residence and was holding a hand gun. Suspect 
Rodriguez ran northbound between homes on Record Avenue and Bonnie Beach 
Place. Detective Aguirre went to JS. Record Avenue and saw the suspect 
standing on a brick wall. Detective Aguirre climbed the brick wall and grabbed the 
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back of suspect's t-shirt and pulled him toward him. They both fell onto a shed and 
assisting deputies come to his aid. 


Detective Aguirre saw that the suspect was pulled down from the shed and he 
continued to struggle and kick at the deputies. Once the suspect was on the ground 
he landed on his stomach and he kept his hands under his body. Verbal commands 
were given by the deputies but the suspect refused all commands. He saw Deputy 
Cardoza strike the suspect's lower body, Detective Lopez struck the suspect's face a 
few times, and he saw Detective [holding the suspect's arms and eventually 
handcuffing him. 


Detective Aguirre stated he observed Abel Rodriguez to have abrasions to his knees, 
legs, hands, arms, and face. He stated Sergeant Batanero requested paramedics for 
the suspect's injuries.

Detective Carlos Lopez, H was interviewed on May 27, 2009, at 
approximately 1143 hours, by Sergeant’s Jack Ramirez and] of the Internal 
Affairs Bureau. The interview took place at Internal Affairs Bureau in room B and was 
digitally recorded. Detective Lopez is assigned to Operation Safe Streets Bureau 
(OSS). 


On September 24, 2008, Detective Lopez stated he and his partner, Detective [I 
were asked by Detective Aguirre to assist in the containment of a location for a 
homicide suspect. Upon arriving at the location, they took a position at the rear. He 
saw Abel Rodriguez run out the rear of the location. He initiated radio traffic regarding 
the suspect running. He paralleled the suspect's flight on the street and saw Deputies 
Anda and Cardoza at the rear of a yard. He saw the suspect on a shed, which had 
caved in, and he (suspect) was kicking at Deputy Anda and Cardoza. Detective Lopez 
grabbed on to the suspect’s waistband area. Detective Lopez stated the suspect 
either punched or slapped him striking his wrist. Detective Lopez punched the suspect 
approximately five times in the face, and several more times in the head and upper 
torso. He stated that he assumed the injuries the suspect received to his face were 
sustained during the fight.

Detective. was interviewed on May 27, 2009, at 1130 hours by 
Sergeant's Jack Ramirez and of the Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview 


took place at Internal Affairs Bureau in room B and was digitally recorded. 
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Detective [is assigned to Operation Safe Streets Bureau (OSS), as a detective 
assigned to East Los Angeles. On September 24, 2008, Detective Aguirre asked him 
and his partner, to assist in containing the area for Abel Rodriguez. Upon arriving at 
the location, he saw a truck pull into a driveway which he thought was the suspect’s 
residence, but he later learned the driveway was shared by two locations. He saw 

the suspect exit the rear door of the location running with a gun and he yelled out to his 
partner and told him the suspect was armed. He also yelled out to the suspect to stop 
running. Detective [stated his partner advised the assisting units that the 
suspect was armed, and that he was running in a northbound direction. 


Detective J went back to his patrol car and drove to approximately ES. 
Record Avenue. He heard a loud crashing sound and saw the deputies struggling with 
the suspect in the rear yard of the location. He heard the verbal commands, “Stop 
fighting.” The suspect attempted to kick at him but he was able to push and force the 
suspect’s leg down with his right knee onto the ground until he was handcuffed. 


He observed Deputy Cardoza and Detective Lopez punch the suspect in the upper 
torso several times during the fight.

Deputy Rick Cardoza, [EEE was interviewed on May 27, 2009, at approximately 
1106 hours, by Sergeant's Jack Ramirez on a the Internal Affairs 
Bureau. The interview took place at Internal Affairs Bureau in room B and was digitally 
recorded. 


Deputy Cardoza is assigned to Operation Safe Streets Bureau (OSS), the Gang 
Enforcement Team, (G.E.T.). On September 24, 2008, he was working with a partner, 
Deputy Anda. They were briefed by his Sergeant, Sergeant Salinas, that they were 
going to assist O.S.S. detectives on a search warrant or some type of warrant service. 


Deputy Cardoza and his partner, Deputy Anda were at their containment spot when 
they heard a request for assistance on their radio. The radio traffic indicated that the 
suspect was running from the location and he was located on a rooftop. They drove to 

S. Record Avenue and he heard “some type of aluminum can or something 
moving about in the rear yard.” He heard verbal commands being given to the suspect 
to “give up.” He walked to the rear and saw the suspect standing on the roof of a 
shed. He saw the suspect fall on the roof on his back and the roof gave way. 


Deputy Cardoza attempted to grab the suspect’s legs in an attempt to take him into 


custody. The suspect started to kick at him. Deputy Cardoza pulled the suspect's 
right leg and Deputy Anda grabbed the other leg and they pulled him off the shed. The 
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suspect fell onto the ground striking his buttocks on the ground and striking the back of 
his head on the cinder block wall. 


Deputy Cardoza released his hold on the suspect's leg to re-position himself, and the 
suspect started to flail his arms and continued to fight. The suspect threw an elbow at 
him. He punched the suspect three times in the face, and the strikes had no effect on 
him. The suspect still tried to get up and was still combative. He punched the suspect 
four times in the upper torso, and he continued to struggle. Verbal commands telling 
him to stop resisting were being ignored. He kneed the suspect's right upper torso 
area twice. At this time the suspect no longer was combative and he was handcuffed 
without further incident. 


Deputy Cardoza stated he only observed Deputy Anda using force when she pulled 
the suspect off the wall.

Deputy Lorraine Anda, was interviewed on May 27, 2009, at approximately 1043 
hours, by Sergeant's Jack Ramirez and lof the Internal Affairs Bureau. The 
interview took place at Internal Affairs Bureau in room B and was digitally recorded. 


Deputy Anda is assigned to Operation Safe Streets Bureau (OSS), the Gang 
Enforcement Team, (G.E.T.). On September 24, 2008, she was working with her 
partner, Deputy Cardoza. They were assisting on a containment position when she 
heard emergent radio traffic regarding the suspect running northbound on roof tops on 
Record Avenue. They drove northbound on Herbert Avenue to eastbound Olympic 
Boulevard to southbound Record Avenue in an attempt to catch the suspect. As they 
got out of their car she could hear noises, “like aluminum crackling noises” coming 
from the rear of a location. She saw the suspect sitting on top of a shed that appeared 
to be caved in. The suspect kicked at Deputy Cardoza. She grabbed the suspect's 
leg and the suspect fell to the ground. She did not remember if she or Deputy 
Cardoza pulled him off the shed. When the suspect was on the ground, he started to 
swing at her. She stated she kicked the suspect’s upper torso and she told the 
suspect to “stop fighting.” She stated she kneed the suspect's upper torso, and he 
continued to kick. The suspect flattened himself on the ground and continued to kick 
at them. She was able to sit on his legs and shortly thereafter the suspect was 
handcuffed.

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SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS: 


Suspect Rodriguez was uncooperative and refused to speak to OSS Sergeant Daniel 
Batanero at the scene. Gang Enforcement Team (GET) Sergeant Alejandro Salinas 

was present and video taped the interview. Refer to video interview as 
Exhibit G. 


East Los Angeles Watch Commander Lieutenant Jeff Adams E AOE] to 
interview Suspect Abel Rodriguez at the East Los Angeles Station Jail on Wednesday, 
September 24, 2008 at approximately 1900 hours. 


Suspect Rodriguez refused to answer questions regarding his injuries. He stated he 
did not remember how he was injured. Suspect Rodriguez's only complaint of pain 
was to the left side of his upper torso. 


Lieutenant Adams observed the suspect's injuries ( abrasions to his legs, to his back, 
face and head area, and cuts to his hands and wrists). The interview was videotaped 
by GET Sergeant Alejandro Salinas, refer to video of interview as Exhibit H. 


DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Sergeant Daniel Batanero, E was interviewed on September 26, 2008, at 
approximately 1128 hours, by Sergeant’s Jack Ramirez and Al Maldonado of the 
Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview took place at the East Los Angeles Operation 
Safe Streets Office and was digitally recorded. The following is a summary of the 
interview. 


Sergeant Batanero is assigned to Operation Safe Streets as the team sergeant 
assigned to the East Los Angeles Station. On September 24, 2008, Detective Aguirre 
was working on gathering information on a murder suspect by the name of Abel 
Rodriguez. Detective Aguirre received information the suspect was at a residence 
located OL in Los Angeles. They set up a containment of the 
location in preparation for a parole search of the location, when a black vehicle pulled 
into the driveway of the location. He did not know if the vehicle was conducting 


counter surveillance on their units so they approached the residence and the suspect 
ran from the rear of the location. 


Sergeant Batanero provided the suspect description and direction of travel via the 
sheriffs radio. He also provided information regarding the suspect possibly being 
armed. He saw the suspect reach |S. Record Avenue and saw Detective Aguirre 
grab the back of the suspect's t-shirt and they both fell onto a tin shed. 


Sergeant Batanero ordered the suspect to stop fighting several times but the suspect 
refused. He saw Deputies Cardoza and Anda grab the suspect’s legs and the suspect 
either slid down from the shed or fell to the rear yard of the location. 
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Sergeant Batanero witnessed the folllowing uses of force by deputy personnel : 


Deputy Aguirre used a take down technique by pulling on the suspect's t-shirt. 
Deputy Cardoza punched the suspect three to four times in the face. 

Deputy Lopez punched the suspect's face four to five times. 

Deputy Anda kneed the suspect once on the left side of his stomach. 


The suspect was then handcuffed and placed into the patrol car, he then requested 
paramedics for the suspect’s injuries. He observed the suspect to have several cuts 
and abrasions on his face, head, arms, hands, lower legs, on the front of his thigh, and 
knees. He had swelling to his forehead. 


Sergeant Batanero attempted to interview the suspect but he refused to answer all 
questions. The interview was captured on video tape, refer to video interview as 
Exhibit G. 


Sergeant Batanero stated he was unaware the suspect suffered two fractured ribs until 
the following moming when he received the medical paperwork from the jailer.

Sergeant Michael Ortiz, EE responded to the block of South Record 
Avenue to assist in a containment of a murder suspect. He heard emergent radio 
traffic indicating the suspect was armed and running northbound from the location. He 


saw the suspect jumping from rooftop to rooftop. When Sgt. Ortiz arrived at 
fe ordered the suspect to show his hands and to give up. 


The suspect jumped onto a metal shed located at the rear yard of 
pra ed He then partially fell through the roof of the shed. Deputy Aguirre also 
jumped onto the roof of the shed in an attempt to apprehend the suspect. Assisting 
deputies pulled the suspect into the rear yard of | and he 
lost view of the suspect and deputies due to a brick wall when the suspect was taken 
into custody. 


Sergeant Richard Hailey, 4, responded to the [J block of South Record 
Avenue to assist in a containment of a murder suspect. He was partnered up with 
Sergeant Michael Ortiz. He heard the radio traffic regarding the suspect running from 
the location. They arrived at [NE they saw the suspect standing on 
the roof of a house. Sgt. Ortiz ordered the suspect to show his hands and to give up, 
but the suspect refused to comply. 


The suspect jumped onto a roof of a metal shed which then collapsed. He saw the 
suspect attempting to get away from Detective Aguirre’s grasp. 
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Sgt. Hailey’s attention was diverted because he attempted to get an address to advise 
assisting units of their location. Upon returning the suspect had been taken into 
custody. 

Detective Jorge Valdez, 4B responded to the I . 
assist in a containment of a murder suspect. He maintained his position of the 
containment in front of the residence, after the suspect exited the rear of the house. 


He believed other suspect’s were inside of the location. He did not observe the 
apprehension of the suspect.

He also suffered abrasions to both of 
his legs, face, back area, and head area. 


DEPUTY INJURIES: 


Detective Carlos Lopez suffered a 3" cut on his right wrist, a 2 “ cut on his left wrist, 
and he felt pain to his lower back due to the incident. 


Deputy Rick Cardoza suffered a slightly swollen right hand and a slightly swollen right 
knee due to the incident. 


Detective Eddie Aguirre suffered a small cut to his right hand, near his thumb and 
another small cut to his right index finger. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 

Detective} recovered a blue steel semi-automatic handgun in the rear yard 
of This is the same area Detect v= the suspect 
running through.
